Democracy in Utah 8 Struggles in the 
| Throes of Composition. 7

SALT LAKS, Sept. 16.—The 
Territorial Convention was called to 
|. this 


lavishiy decorated with flags and bunting 
and profuse in mottoes and statements, 
making claims of what the Republicans 
had not done and what the Democratic party 
wad done for the people of Utah. Prayer 

offered by Bishop Whitney. O. H. 
Pow ers was chosen temporary chairman. 
He made a brief speech, which was in- 
terrupted by frequent applause. Commit- 
tees on Permanent Organization, Creden- 
tials and Resolutions. were appointed, and 
the convention took a recess until 1 
o’elock. 

On the reassembling of the convention, 
Hen. A. W. Ivans was made permanent: 
chairman and 8. A. King secretary. The 
Committee on Resolutions made a report, 
Which was unanimously adopted. The prin- 
cipal points are as follows: 

We hereby affirm our adherence to 
the principles of justice and free govern- 
‘ment which the Democratic party was 


‘organized to establish and preserve, and 
‘which have been embedied in the plat- | 


forms adopted by the Democracy in their 
national conventions. We believe in a 
strict construction of the Constitution, to 
the end that the rights of the respective 
States may be preserved. We believe in 
the encouragement and advancement of 
‘home industries, in the protection of labor 


from the encroachments of capital, and 
in equal rights to all and special privileges 
to none. : 


„We demand the passage of a law for 
the free and unlimited coinage of both gold 
and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, without 
waiting for the consent of any other na- 
tion; and that the government shall pay 
out silver so coined as a money of ulti- 
mate redemption, the same as gold. a 

We commend the Democratic Congress 
and administration for the measures of re- 
form ‘which they have succeeded in effect- 
ing, by which hundreds of millions of dol- 
fars will be annually saved to American 
consumers, and all classes of people will 
ibe benefited. We contend that such duties 
as are laid on foreign imports should be 
levied for revenue only, as contemplated 
in the national Constitution. 

We empkatically disapprove of the 
course of those Democrats, who, by com- 
bining with the Republi¢ans, thwarted the 
expressed will of the people in reference 


df silver to its right place as money. 

We indorse the income tax provision of 
the tariff law. 

‘We indorse the acts of the Democratic 
Congress and ‘administration in abolishing. 
the oppressive and anti-American Federal 
election laws, and thus securing freedom 
of citizens at the polls; in so revising the 


pension lists that the frauds which have 


robbed the treasury of vast sums of money 
will be prevented in future, while no 
worthy peusioner will be deprived of the 
aid to which his services are entitled; 
in restoring to a religious organization in 
Utah its personal property which was con- 
fiscated under the provisions of law, with 
the prospect of the future restoration of 
the real estate also escheated; in passing 
an enabling act by which Utah may enter 
the Union as a free and sovereign State 
on an equal footing with the existing 
States.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


Carbonic Acid Gas to Be Used as @ 
Preserver. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—A new experiment 
is about to be tried in connection with 
shipping California fruit. The arrange- 
ments are about complete. Carbonic acid 
gas is shortly to be tried, *experimentally, 
as substitute for refrigeration in 
bringing California fruit to the Chicago 
market. The charge for a refrigerator 


friut car from California to Chicago is 


$125, and it is to save this expense that the 
experiment will be made. Growers who 
have made the test claim that if fruit is 
surrounded by carbonic acid gas instead 
of air the process of decay is arrested and 
the flavor of the fruit is not impaired. 
An ordinary car has been zinc-lined so 
as to be practically air tight. It will 
be filled with fruit and cabonic acid gas 
will then be introduced. A condenser filled 
with the liquified gas will be placed in 
the car as a supply from which to repair 
any leagage which may occur. The gas 
is obtained from an abandoned quicksilver 
mine near San Jose, where, it is claimed, 
an inexhaustible quantity exists. Should 
the experiment prove successful, a fresh 
impetus will be given to the fruit-grow- 
ing industry of the Pacific Coast. y

State Tax Gatherers Knocked Ont by 
the Supreme Court. 

The San Francisco Examiner of ‘Friday 
says 

The Supreme Court has just decided a 
‘case of great interest to those that have 
lost property to the State through delin- 
quent taxes. It is estimated that the State 
has title or lieng on nearly 32,000,000 that 
have come to it through delinduent taxes. 
A number of agents in the State are making 
handsome incomes by collecting money to 
redeem this property. They get $3 on each 
notice served and 15 ner cent. of the cash 
paid into the county treasury. 

The cases just decided were regarded in 
the light of test suits. Agent R. F., House 
looked after Los Angeles and Orange coun- 
ties. 

“The action was brought by Agent House 
to recover $460.56 for services rendered the 
county in the collection of money on ac- 
count of delinquent taxes in cases where 
real property had been sold to the State and 
no redemption hau. The county refused to 
pay his bill, and he brought suit. He won 
judgment in the lower court and the county 
appealed.
